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SIGNS OF CHANGING WEATHER. 
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NEW COAL MINES IN ENGLAND. 

Consul Mahin of Nottingham reports the discov- 
ery in England of new coal deposits. He says: Re- 
cent discoveries in this neighborhood have added ma- 
terially to the known quantity of coal underlying 
British soil. Eperimental sinking operations have 
added another colliery to the large number now being 
worked in this county. The new deposit, reached at 
a acpth of 54 yardsujaew employs 2440 men and is 
expected ere long to yield 4000 tons a day. In the 
nearby county of Stafford, after several years of 
expensive and apparently usless prospecting, a rich 
deposit has been discovered and is now being de- 
velopec, which, it is caleulated, will yield about 
41,0060.000 tons of good coal. The discovery ts suf- 
ficiently important to promise great possibilities for 
tha: district and has led to rallway extensions into 
localities where transportation facilities ‘were very 
meager. There are indications that a_ valuable field 
of ironetene lies at a greater depth than the coal 
seam. Expert estimates that British coal supplies 
will not be exhausted for several hundred years ap- 
pear to be fully sustained by deposits in these parts. 


FRENCH SCHOOLS OF AERONAUTICS. 

So great the interest in aerial navigation in 
Paria that recently there have been founded two 
schools which will be devoted exclusively to this sub- 
Ject, and will give instruction in the theory and 
practice of airships, their design and construction. 
One of. these schools is to have .ts aerodrome on a 
site rear the Porte Maillot, formerly occupled by 
the Columbia Theater, and its. equipment will in- 
clude czptive balloons which can ascend to heights 
ef trom 1200 to 1500 feet, and be used for practical 
experiments. by the students. 

The latter, it may be said, will be comprised in 
a iavge part of-amateurs interested in aeronautics, 
and every facility willl be provided for teaching the- 
oreti¢al aeronautics as well as for original exper 
mentation and the testing of new ideas and appa- 
ratus, As if this were not. enough In the way of aero- 
neutical instruction, there “The Normal Col- 
lege of Aerial Navigation,’ whith has been sanc- 
tloned by the Minister the Interior, and is de- 
signed for those desiring to qualify professionally 
in aerorautics and to make it their calling. In this 
school there will be lectures and examinations, as 
well experimental work, and diplomas will be 
conferred which will render the holders’ eligible for 
membership in the Military Corps of Aerial Naviga- 
tior. '

BALTIMORE, Md., Sept. 30.—Miss 
Georgia Gerston Jones, daughter of the 
late Isaac D. Jones, Who was Attorney- 
under Gov. Willlam Pinkney 
White, has deserted fashionable life in 
Baltimore and assumed the active man- 
agement of a large farm on the East- 
ern Shore, to which she fell heir when 
her father died. 

Inability to find a good manager, and 
distress at the condition in which ten- 
ants had left the estate, impelled her 
to take up the work. She has been s0 
successful in her superintendence that 
her crops are highty complimented by 
her friends in the Chamber of Com- 
merce and are envied hy her less for- 
tunate neighbors. 

Her farm lies on 
stream in Somerset County, contains 400 
acres which are under fultivation and 
200 acres of fine woodland and a roomy 
old mansion. Fifty thousand dollars 
has been refused for the place.

It is asserted that a man living at 
Erie, Kan., who was some months ago 
an inmate of the Matteawan Asylum, and 
who has been discharged as cured, re- 
cently came across an Arkansas City 
newspaper that had an item in it about 
Kimmel’s disappearance seven years 
ago. This former patient had been a 
companion, while in the Matteawan Asy- 
lum of a man who went under the name 
of Andrew J. White, and this man had 
told him that his right name was George

O’Brien, head coun- 
sel of the big insurance company, that 
recites fuller details of the story An- 
drew J. White (or George Kimmel. if it 
be the missing casfier), tells, but this 
letter to Mr. Brown has not been made 
public here in its entirety. 


Says Identification Positive. 


Brown, the local attorney, has stat- 
ed to the Post-Dispatch correspondent 
in an interview that he has no doubt 
that the man in the New York asylum 
is Kimmel and that his identity will 
soon be proved beyond question. 

Brown and William Kroenert of this 
city, were called to New York a few 
months ago by the insurance company 
to see the man in the Mattewan Asy- 
lum and say whether he was or was not 
the missing cashier. The trip was “on 
the quiet,’’ and nothing was known of 
it until tag fact was brought out in the 
recent disclosures. 


Recognized Former Friends. 

Both men talked with him, examined

A Week in St. Louis. 


Ile was kept in Kansas City three 
days, he thinks, and was then taken to 
St. Louis, where he was kept about a 
week. He does not remember in what 
part of St. Louis he was kept, but this 
is not strange, as he was not nearly so 
familiar with that city as with Kansas 
City. 

From Kansas City he was taken to 
Detroit, and near that place he and 
his companion, the doctor, were in 
a railroad wreck. After the crash, 
he says he came to his senses, lying 
beside the track, and the doctor was 
not in sight. 

Kimmel’s head had been badly hurt 
in the wreck, having probably been hit 
by a flying missile or sliver. He dves 
not know how It was done, though his 
head now bears a great depression at 
the back, as though from a heavy blow. 

From Detroit, he went to New York 
alone, and being penniless he, In one of 
his insane spells, committed forgery, 
was arrested and It being plain that he 
was not in his right mind the court 
committed him to the asylum for the 
criminally insane, near Buffalo. He re- 
mained there until a year or sO ago. 
when he was transferred oy the author- 
ities to the Matteawan Asylum at Fish- 
kill Landing. The draft he forged was 
for $600 and the forgery is said to have 
been so bunglingly done it was quick’y 
discovered. When he was arrested al! 
the money he had obtained by the forg- 
ery was recovered except a dollar or so 
which he had spent for underwear and 
hosiery.

GUTHRIE, O. T., Sept. 30.—The action 
of Probate Judge Phelps of Canadian 
County, in holding Mrs. Anna Rugg and 
a Chinaman, Sam Jvy, to await the 
decision of the grand jury, was the 
result of her preliminary trial during 
the past week at El Reno on a charge 
of murdering her husband by poisoning. 

The woman is In the county juil at wi 
Reno under heavy bond, while the offic- 
ers are scouring the country for Sam 
Joy, who escaped after learning he 
was wanted in connectlon with the 
crime. Joy deserted tis laundry, be- 
tween two suns. and left a strange Chi- 
nese in charge. The outgoing steamers 
from San Francisco and Portland are 
being watched to prevent Joy’s return 
to his native country. 

Mrs. Rugg was first arrested Sept. 11, 
following the sudden death of her hus- 
band on the previous Saturday, Sept. 
9. The funeral was held the next dav 
after his death, and the widow went im- 
mediately to El Reno from Calumet, 
where she had lived for three months 
with her husband. She was at the home 
of relatives wien arrested. 

As Mrs. Morris, the @uman was mar- 
ried to Rugg three months ago. He 
was divotced from his first wife, six 


months before ihs second marriage. 

Prior to her marriage to Rugg, she 
lived in East El Reno, and has a num- 
ber of relatives also in that city. 

It is stated by the police that Rugg 
was the woman's ninth husband, and 
that all his predecessors but one died. 

The first wife of Rugg still lives on 
a farm near E!] Reno, with her daugh- 
ter, Miss Leona Rugg, who graduated 
last. spring from the El] Reno High 
School with honors. They were notified 
of Ruge’s death, and, after wiring to 
his relatives, they went to Calumet to 
attend his funeral, belleving it would 
not be held until Monday. They arrived 
too late, however, for the burial service, 
which occurred as soon as possible af 
ter the death, {1m cOmpliance with thi 
wishes of the second: wife. 

Following the arrest of Mrs. Rugg the 
county officials ordered that Rugg's 
body be exhumed and an inquest held

HUDSON, 8. D., Sept. ®.—Amanda 
Clement of this city is the only girl um- 
pire in the Northwest, and it is prob- 
ably true that she is the only woman 
who has ever held an indicator in pro- 
fessiona! baseball games. 

This young woman has attracted much 
attention in Western baseball circles 
this year. She is just 17 years old, good 
looking, strong and healthy, “and, at 
Yankton, where she is a student, she 
is the captain of the champion basket- 
ball team of Yankton College. At ten- 
nis, she is admitted to be the champion 
woman player of South Dakota. 

From girlhood Miss Clement has been 
an ardent lover ef outdoor sports, and 
has played baseball with her brother, 
who is a professional player with the 
Hawarden, Io., team, the best inde- 
pendent organization in lowa. 

Her Attractive Field Costume. 

Dressed in a natty blue sult, short 
skirt and blue blouse, with her wealth 
of hair tucked beneath a cap, she is an 
attractive sight on the baseball dia- 
mond, and what is more, as an umpire, 
she knows her business. She under- 
stands the fine points of the game, 
knows “inside play,”’ and, being the 
possessor of an “eagle eye,’’ seldom 
makes mistakes. 

She is so superior to the average run 
of umpires throughout the Northwest 
that her services are much in demand, 


and two months of the past season she 
has been constantly employed.

Miss Clement was chosen umpire. ‘The 
games were played before imménse 
crowds. Her work was satisfactory t 
both teams. After that, she was con- 
stanly employed umpiring professionai 
games. 

‘“‘How did I become an umpire?’ asked 
Miss Clement in response to the ques- 
tion. “‘Well, I was called on once to 
umpire a game between two lodges 
They teok me more as a joke than any- 
thing else. I knew baseball, however 
and made good because I would not 
stand for their ‘beefing’ that day. Since 
then I have had no trouble with play- 
ers. They always treat me well, pos- 
sibly because I am a woman, but they 
are satisfied with my decisions or they 
would howl. Not many teams wou!'d 
stand for the loss of a game because 
of a woman umpire.

William Worme, his only companion 
in his isolated home, was hastily sent 
to Dawson for whisky.

Later Wormo wes overcome by sleep 
while watching at the bedside, and 
when he awoke, soon after midnight, he 
was horrified to find Baur cold and 
rigid.

Mr. Sager gave this definition of the 
difference between a “bucketshop”’ and 
a legitimate brokerage hause: 

“The distinction urged between a 
‘bucketshop’ and a so-called legitimate 
brokerage bouse lies in the fact that 
the former is not supposed to be abie 
to deliver the commodity, stocks or 

rain as it may be, while the latter can 

e called upon. 

‘Our Supreme Court has held that all 
transactions in graing and stocks are 
illegitimate unless &ll the parties con- 
cerned contemplate an actual trade, 
completed by delivery. 

e purchase of stocks and grain 
in other states with different laws al- 
ters the case, and the statutes of such 
other states will govern in determining 
the legality of the transaction. 

‘The buying ee soe ng of stocks 
through the med broke 
houses is not Fy ae in law from the 
fictitious transactions laid at. the door 
of the ‘bucketshop’ unless the customer 
actually intends at the time to receive 
or delivery the commodity. 

The statute is designed not only to 
cover gag ractices, but to include 
actual deals where the customer ex- 
pects merely to speculate on the

%. last, after his home had been brok- 
en up and the guilty persons shielded, 
it is alleged, by influential political 
friends. Dr. Powell declares his broth- 
er was driven to his death by a clique 
in Cambridge. 


It is said William Powell went to 


‘Cambridge to live about the time of the 


death of the domestic, the facts of 
which he learned accidentally. His own 
domestic life was unhappy. He sus- 
pected several men of prominence of 
being too friendly with his wife, and as 
a result encountered persecution, which, 
it is said,,drove him to suicide. 

First, stories detrimental to Powell's 
business were circulated. 

Then the plotters made it their busi- 
ness to offend him in the street. Ne 
wanted to arm himself, but was told 
the Sheriff would arrest him for carry- 
ing coneealed weapons. 

Men came to him at unexpected hours 
day and night—to his home and to his 
office—and told him he had better leave 
He refused to be intimidated. 


Ordered to Leave Town. 

Finally came a climax. Powell awoke 
one morning to find “‘tar and feathers” 
written on his door, with a note or- 
dering him to leave town within four 
davs or suffer yiolence at the hands of 
Then Powell summoned his 
They talked all night long, 
William detailing the story of his suf- 
ferings, of his love for his wife, the 
persecutions and the threat of death. 

‘What shall I do?’ he asked 
despalr. 

‘Go after them,” replied his advisor. 
“You know something of the death of 
this Swedish girl.

ARREST GIBSON FAMILY 


|Fugitive’s Sister Says He Ad- 


mitted Crime—Mother Says 
He Knew Murderer, 


HOUBTON, Tex., Sept. 30.—As the re- 
sult of the escape of Monk Gibson from 
the officers at Edna, Tex., hundrc4s of 
men are riding through. the country, 
bloodhounds are baying through the 
thickets and officers over the entire 
section between the Brazos and the 
Guadalupe rivers are enlisted in a de- 
termined effort to capture the accused, 
to whom suspicion points as the man 
who murdered Mrs. A. J. Condit and her 
four children on Thursday. 

Details of the terrible crime are wel! 
summed up in an appeal to the people 
of Texas which was given out at Edna 
today by 8S. H. Beasley, father of the 
murdered woman. In it he says: 

“A negro fiend has murderéd 
daughter and slain her offspring. 
has invaded a home and left 
late. 

“Without aim or object, except the 
most brutal, he has committed this aw- 
ful crime. I am ready to die to avenge 
the wrong. Last night I waited, and 
the officers bore a guilty man away in 
a manner that vermitted of his escape. 
If he is found I will lead a few deter- 
mined friends and take him from the 
jail,-even over the dead bodies of his 
guards. 

Would Roast Him a Week. 

“If I had my way I would burn him 
slowly and burn him for a week. 

‘““‘He caught my daughter at her work; 
while she was mending her baby’s 
clothes. He butchered my grandchild 
while she lay upon her little bed. He 
cut the throat of her little brother 
while he was clinging to her skirts and 
then he butchered my two other little 
grandsons out of fear that they would 
tell. 

“How a can a man, the father of 
children and the husband of a pure 
woman, bear such agony and not forget 
the law? How cay a Texan stand by 
and idly see a fiend who has at least a 
guilty knowledge of the crime escape? 

“IT am ready to die to avenge that 
crime. 

“I know no better way to die, if neces- 
sary, than in the teaching of a lesson to 


the brute race that defiles our homes 
and makes it unsafe for women to be 
left alone. 

“If I am right,

“Il want the help of every man in the 
search for the negro who has escaped.

Sheriff Egg Explains. 

The escape of the negro has already 
been detailed in these dispatches. 

Sheriff Egg made a public declaration 
of the details of the event. 

Word had been sent from Bay City 
to the effect that a special train was 
to be chartered to bring a hundred des- 
perate men to the scene of Thursday's 
crime. He was not afraid of the resi- 
dents in this section who were ac- 
quainted with the methods being pur- 
eued to force a confession from Gibson 
that might lead to the capture of his 
supposed accomplice. He did apprehend 
trouble, owever, from strangers who 
might be inflamed by incorrect reports. 

Consequently he planned the coup in 
spite of. his promise to the father and 
husband of the dead woman. that he 
would not move the accused. 

Between 6 and 9 o'clock the jail was 
left unguarded by the citizens who had 
expressed a determination not to permit 
the removal of the accused. They relied 
upon the promise of the- officers and 
scattered to their homes. It was then 
it is thought, Gibson was removed. 

A party of deputies was stationed at 
a secluded point on the road to Hal- 
lettsville. 

Sheriff Egg and other officers went 
to the jail Gibson was removed from 
his cell and thrown from a second story 
window at the rear of the structure 
away from the view of any who might 
be passing. Deputy Sheriffs James Pow- 
ers and Tom Hays caught the prisoner 
as he fell. Gibson was mounted on a 
fast horse and the wild ride commenced.

Capt. Powers and Hays, in the dark- 
ness, hurried after the horse instead of 
the prisoner. Too late they learned their 
mistake. All night they searched. The 
horses were badly cut up on the barb 
wire fence and the animal that had been 
ridden by the negro was so torn that it 
could not even be brought back to the 


city.

“The vessel has been specially built for Arctic ex- 
pleration, though it is now converted into a hospital 
ship. Comfortable accomodation has been pro- 
vided in single and double staterooms and in wards 
of four er six beds. The .wenu will be that of a 
first-class. hespital. It is proposed to leave Hali- 
fax somewhere about the 20th of June and cruise 
along the shores of Baffin Land and Central Green- 
land, anchoring in various sheltered fiords for the 
diversion and benefit of the patients, and return to 
Halifax about the 30th of September. The num- 
ber of passengers will be limited, and only those in 
the first stages of tuberculosis will be received. 

“When I went to the Aretie regions with Peary 
in 1897,” continued the doctor, “I was myself a suf- 
ferer from consumption, and scarcely expected to 
return to my own country. But I recovered so rap- 
idly that I was astonished, and it was in this way 
that I first began te consider the curative prop- 
erties of an Arctic climate. Apvcording to my theory 
the germ of consumption cam only exist ina cll- 
iyate that is nearly as warm as the human body,

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and though I made many bacteriological cultures in 
Greenland I never found a disease germ. 

“The atmosphere to the very northern boundary 
of Greenland and far above the Aretic Circle is 60 
clear that one is unable to judge corréctly tie dis- 
tance of even near-by objects. One may walk to- 
ward a point apparently but a mile away, and walk 
for an hour without seemingly getting nearer to it 
or even very far from the starting point. One may 
try to throw at a mark apparently within easy 
range, only to find that the strongest throw will 
but half the distance. There is no dust or 
other harmful atmospheric contamination. There 
is no dirt; the rocks are clean, and every bit of 
dead lichen or moss that is not earried away by the 
melting snow in spring is greedily held fast by the 
living roots. : 

“Just to give you an idea of the general condi- 
tions favorable to health, I may tell you that in the 
Arctic Circle meat never spoils when exposed to the 
air, and though, if kept away from the direct sun- 
light, it may beeome coated with mould it will not 
rot. In fact, nothing decays there—dead bodies dv 
net mortify, they simply disintegrate and disap- 
pear under the influence of the elawents. | was #*- 
tonished when at Cape Sabine with Commajer 
Peary to see the eondition of the clothing, skins 
and furs in the former camp of Lieut.

Car‘ogd after carloail 
of what they offe ed was bought, until there was 
something for every room, and something left over 
for the balconies and storerooms. And at the same 
time Jose’s walls were ne tring completion, and there 
was much to be bought for the furnishing of that 
palace. 

The Mexican freseo artist and his corps of ass‘st 
ants went to work as soon as the plasterers left 
clean surfaces upon which to paint. The men w.th 
household gocds, tapestries, rugs and carpe 8 fol- 
lowed. And in Octubcr of last year it was all done, 
‘he rooms were filled up, and Don Pedro, Donna 
Virginia, their family and Donna Virginia’s broth- 
ers and sisters moved into Parral’s great palace. 

It was something to warm their hearts. The 
fresco “artist” had done his work thoroughly. One 
needed to go no further than the patio to be con- 
vinced of this.

In the Republican party the leaders oppdsed to 
each other are Dennis T. Flynn, ex-Delegate to 
Congress, and Bird 8.

Tudor was born 6] years ago at Woodspeen, 
Berkshire, England. He was, he says, of the elder 
branch of the Welsh Tudors who, by marriage with 
the Plantagenets, became rulers of England. He 
calculates he is twenty-eighth cousin to Edward 
VII, King of Great Britain and Ireland. 

Another genealogical distinction which Henry 
Tudor values highly is that John Myers, his ma- 
ternal grandfather, was first cousin to the poet 
Wordsworth. The poct was guardian to Henry 
Tudor’s mother and dandled Henry Tudor on his 
knee. In his mother’s autograph album Wordsworth 
wrote this little gem of thought, which has never 
Lefore been given to the world; 

Small service is true service while it lasts. 
Of friends, however humble, spurn not once. 
The daisy, by tlre shadow that it casts, 
Protects the lingering dewdrop from the sun. 

In this album, also, Robert Southey, as though 
declining to waste marketable thoughts, wrote sim- 
ply: 

In this book of Julia Myers 
I write my name as she desires. 

Henry Tudor studied in the Sutton Coldfield 
Grammar School, and at the Incorporated Law So- 
ciety of London. He is an attorney, qualified to 
practice in England. Tudor was among the Royal 
Berkshire Volunteers, who formed, with the Hon- 
orable Artillery Company, the guard of honor at 
Windsor, on the occasion of the wedding of the 
present King and Queen of England.

“I started by writing Latin and Greek verses,’ 
ae Says. “This part of the school work. 
The curriculum contained little else than Latin and 
Greek. I wrote not only my own Latin and Greek 
verses, but those also of my schoolfellows.” 

The poetic ideal of Henry Tudor is Oliver Gold- 
smith. “Ue is absolutely faultless in meter and 
rhyme,” he says. Henry Tudof himself notes with 
a pleasant sadness the character resemblances be- 
tween himself and Oliver Goldsmith. “Goldsmith 
had many bizarre traits and I have them, too,” he 
says. “If I could wr-te like him I would, be con- 
soled, but. that is impossible. Sometimes I fee] an 
irresistible impulse to write and then my thoughts 
shape themselves into metrical form without the 
slightest difficulty. At times, or on other 
subjects, writing is more difficult. I cannot analyze 
(he impulse to write. Call it divine afflatus or 
inspiration, or what you will, but the impulse ex- 
ists nevertheless, and at such times I do my best 
The poem on the close of the World's Fair 
was written under such stress.”
